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fing, hatch'd and” invented by him and them, whereby, as with ſo many 
Fig-leaves, to cover his and their Nakednelſs: And, as I go along, to an{wer 
particularly, to his ſeeming Reaſons, 1o far as they may ſeem to weak and. 
unwary Readers, to be ſome ſort of covering to him, and his Party ; and 
his particular Charges againſt me, {o far asthey ſeem to contain any thing of 
Truth in them in matter of FaQ, my to reply unto. 

For the firſt, ſome of the grofſeſt downright Falſhoods and Untruths, 
Fictions and Forgeries afſerted by him, are thele m order following,

the contrary, L have not ſeduced any, but have been made an Inftrument of 
God, ( for which I deſire to praiſe him) to prelerv2 many, and to recover 
tome trom being deceived. ] h 

II. That we are backsliders, and have reproached, and abuſed him, [ This 
15 his cya Character, and not ours. ] ; 

LV.: That he might have-made his Innoconcy bes Sanit nary. T But mſtead of 
that, he maketh Falſhoods ant Fi&ons Sanlduary; ] 

V. ThatI ſaid to him, That it was not for any love I had to kim, that T had 
forght his Friendſhip, 8c. | This I ſolemnly declare is utterly falle; and I ac- 
knowledge, I did By him, and ſtill love him, as I ought to love my Ene- 
mics, but the bond of brotherly love he himlelf broke it, and nor I. }

VII. That 1 conſult the old Proverb, -7hrow Dirt enough, and ſome will 
Fick. | This moſt truly belongs to him. ] 

Vill. That it's matter of Malice, and wot Conſcience, that hath occaſioned 
me to appear againſt him, | But my appearing againſt him, was only in my 

it detence 3 and what I have ſaid or Printed againſt him, reſpe&ing {ome 
0zmer Paſſages of his Life, before he appeared an unjuſt Adverſary againſt 
me, vere fuch as I had not the tull knowledge, and certainty of them b<c- 
tore ; and beſide, they were of that nature or quality, that had it not been 
for hisgntolerable Pride, and Arrogancy, as well as Injuſtice, in charging 
me, » hen Innocent, of what he was moſt guilty himfelt, they might have 
been buried, even with them that knew him to be guilty, more than I did ; 
and it might have been hoped, rl:at he had repentel of tuch things ; but he 
proceeding to ſhew himlelt worle then formerly, not amencing, but more 


. degeneratuy, might give jult occalion, in our jutt detence, to l-t MM know 


what fort of Captain theſe twenty ſeven falle Judges had choten to follow, 
in that unjuſt War they had undertaken. His Argamentum ad hominem, 
ſhewetlt him as ignorant in fair Realoning, as ke knoweth himlclf to be in 
the Latm Tongue, which yet he would make ſome ſhew of, as if he skilled 
tt 3 for his transt:riing my Complaint againſt A-thwr Cook, ( citing Reaſons 
and Cavics of the Separation, page 18.) to his Complaint againit me, is not 
arallel, nor egua!, Bur fo heedlets he is, in what he writes, ( as in what 
he faith ) that he nuſcites the Book ; for that Complaint of mine againit _ 
Fny 
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thar Cook, is not in Reaſons and Cauſes, &c. pr in ole of the langeans, 
— Anfwer to his, and his Brethrens Paper of falle Jadgment ind] 
me; for my Complaint againft A. C. was, That he tranſereſt pel Order | 
concealing a matter ſo many years, and then bringing it forth againſt me, while 
I was in the ſame Profeſſion Cherch Member ip with them, he fo ac- 
ruſed me; and the matter it ſelf was alſo falſe, But what I blamed Sow. 
Jennings for, with reſpe& to tome years was only in way of my juſt 
defence, and was moſt properly, Argumentum ad hominem, it being moſh 
unreaſonable in him, to require an abſolute Submiſſhon from me, m the 
greateſt matters of Faith and Conſcience, when he refuled to ſubmit in ſome 
worldly matters ; and I made not this Complaint againſt him, in my juſt 
defence, until by his, and his Parties falſe Judgment given out againſt me, 
We were no more of one Society; and it well confiſtent with Scripture 
That if a Man depart from his Righteowſneſi, not only his former Right neſs 
2 to ” forgotten, but his former Unrighteonſneſs may be juſtly remembred

IX. That the noiſe we make of Perſecution, he doubts not but the Reader will 
find, by what follows, is a ſham, and abuſe put upon the World, [ And I refer 
it to the __ Reader, whether this, his Book, be not a ſham put up- 
on the World ? and whether, the Sufferings, we did undergo, for matters 
purely of Conſcience, were not really Perſecution, as much as what many 
Friends have ſuffered here in England, in former times. That he faith, 
page 3. df his Preface, How can any thing deſerve to be called a Suffering or 
Perſecution, that is ſo much deſired and ſought for, ſheweth him extr 
ignorant, what true Suffering 15; and that he 1s better acquainted with the 
Spirit of Periecution, than with the Spirit of Suffering ; and allo, that he 
1s little converſant, either in Scripture or Church Hiltory ; for Clriſt, the 
Prophets, Apoſtles, and Martyrs, not only defired to ſuffer for Righreouſreſs 

fake, ( knowing the Bleflednels that belonged to that State) but rejoyced at 
their Suffering, not ſimply for the Suffering, but that God might be honour- 
ed, and the Truth advanced ; nor did they defire Suffering in any evil 
will towards Periccutors, but prayed for them ; as ſo I have done, and 
haveghem for my Example. 

X. That my, and our greateſt Suffering from the Government, was, That 
we could not provoke them to do more againſt us. [ This is utterly falſe; we 
neither gave them juſt Provecation, nor delired to provoke them. ] 

XI. That our Crimes were ſo go and enormous, as no other Government 
would have been guilty of ſuch Impunity, (1 tuppole he means Iniquity ) 

to - to paſe with ſo ſlight a Correttion, [ This Aflertion is fo extravagant- 

talſe, that it may be jultly queſtioned, whether ever any Government in 
the Engliſh Dominions, was ſo extreamly ſevere, ridgid, and cruel, to pu- 
niſh Men for aſſerting the ſame Principles, in common profeſſed, both by 
the Puniſhers, and puniſhed, as was our Caſe. For it is well known, it 1s 
a profeſt Principle among the People called Quakers, That it is lawful to re- 

prove Priac, or any other Sin, in a Magiſtrate, as Injuſtice, arbitrary ond un- 
lanful Proceedings of Magiſtrates ; _ it is their known Principle, neither 
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20 fight, nor to hire Men to fight; and yet forour praftifing the former, vic, 
Reproving Pride in Sam. and aſſerting the latter, as the Quakers 
co we were do; Fog and his Party. And I know not, if 
many or Examples can be found in England, or in the Kings Do- 
minions in America, that they did puniſh any called a Raaker, for his ſim- 
ply reproving Pride, or other the hike Sins u1 iſtrates. Bur there is not 
wanting plenty of Examples out of the Printed Books of the People called 
«Quakers, that tbey have largely and much more aggravatingly reproved 
Pride, Oppreſſhon, Injuſtite, and arbi Proceedings in Magittrates, than 
what we have done in Penſi/vania, ] See for proof, G. F. his Letter to Ju- 
ſtice Savrey, in his Journal, page 94. Will, Per, and Will, Meeds Tyyal, and 
G. W. his Iryal at Norwich, 

XII. He chargeth it tobe Deceit, in the Pen-man of the Bouk of the Tryal ;, to 
alert it, that il. Bradford, and John Micomb, were under any hard ulage, 
or cloſe continement, after they were put in Priſon ; and for this he bring- 
eth only the Credit of John White, then Sheriff and Jailor both, as well as 
a prejudiced Adverſary ; and who had appeared Attorney againit us, a Man 
of as bad Credit as Sam, Jennings himſelf 7 But it 1s well known to many in 
Philagelphia, who came to fee them in Priſon, That they were kept for ſome 
time fo cleſe in __ that by mo Entreaty, they could have their Freedom, to 
$? home to viſit their Families, though John Micembs Family greatly necacd 

im, his Wife being newly bronght to Bed, and dangerouſly ill, 

XII. 7hat John White offered them, wpon their firſt coming in, if they would 
promiſe to come to him, upon notice given them, they might go about their - « . 
neſs till then, | This is notorioully falſe, and is eatily proved to be fo by the 
expreſs words of the /Mirtimus Gened by Sam, Tennis;gs, and. Robert Emer, 
both Preachers, that ſaith, the laid Pertons being required to'give ſecurity 
to anſwer it at the next Court, but they refuſing 1o to do, ec. Now can 1t 
be ſuppoſed, that the Juſtices refuſing them liberty to go home without gi- 
ving Security, that the ſailor would dare to contradict their ftrict Order, the 
very hrſt Night they were committed to Priſon. But that they refuſed to 
pive Security, by entring into Bonds for their Appearance, is that which 

riends Ry have refuſed to do, when they have been committed to 
Priſon, both here in England, and elſewhere; and as theſe two honeſt Men, 
viz, Will. Bradford, and John /Micomb, ated like faithtul Friends, in retu- 
ſing to enter into Bonds, having done nothing worthy of Impritonment 3 
So their Perſecutors, whereof Sam. FJermings was the chic, acted like the 
worſt of our Perſecutors here in England, formerly im requiring ſuch Secu- 
rity of them. Bur it ſeems after ſome time their proud Hearts fell, ard 
without requiring any Bonds of them, they had more liberty allowed then; 
afterwards, more regarding the cry of the generality of the People, both in 
Town and Country, againſt ſuch notorious Injuſtice and Opprelhion, than 
any real Mercy and Compaſſion towards the Pritoncts they had in Cuſtody. 
But what cloak hath he, to cover the other parts of their Cruelty a&ed en 
theſe two honeſt Perſons, having from the one, zz, John Micomb, taken 
his Licenie, which he paid dear tor, before the time was expired for __ 
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he paid ; the ſaid Licenſe being to keep an Ordinary, the outward means of 
his Livelyhood ; and having taken from the other, 2iz. Wil, Bradford, fo 
much of his Printing Lerter as was in value worth about Ten Pounds, ro 
his great detriment ; and was not reſtored to him, fo long as thele unjuſt 
and violent Men poſlefled the Government. Bur after they went out, by 
Order of the new Governor, his Printing Letter was reſtored to him, to 
their great ſhame that had fo long unjuſtly and cruelly detained it. And 
allo, by another Order of the taid New Governor, Peter Boſſe, after a 
Months uniutt and undue Impriſonment, upon the change of the Govern- 
ment, was ſet at Liberty ; and divers other abuſes were then rectified, And 
what faith he to that act of both Injuſtice and Cruelty, that he, viz. Sem, 
Tennings, and his Party, did take away from Jil, Bradford, the Printer, 
his yearly Salary of Forty Pounds per Annem, they had bound themielves 
by Indenture to pay him, for ſome years to come, without the leatt juit 
occaſion given them”; or the KM breach of the Indenture on his parr, rhe 
only pretence they made, being his Printing the Sheet, called, The Cariſtian 
Faith of the People of Goa called in ſcorn, Quakers in Rhode Iiland, Cc. A Pa- 
p2r which hath been well received by many Friends here in Englard, and 
eliewhere : And his Printing it without their Licenle or Knowledge, they 
made to highly criminal in him, as to take from him Forty Pounds per A- 
num, for {ome years to come, being tuch an unparallel'd Inſtance of Op- 
pre'hon, that I think ferv parts in Exrope, in a thing of that Nature, can 
produce the like, he being lett at liverty by the exprets Terms of the writ- 
ten Indenture berwixt hum and them, to Print what he pleaſed, cr might 
be for his Profit, that was not againſt the Government, as nothing of this 
could, or was pretended to be, ( nor indced was ever any thing that he atf- 
terwards Printed, in the leaſt agomit it} he never refuling to print for 
them, whatever they required, hich none of them can fay he did ; but 
ſhewed himſelf always moſt w:lling to terve them, in his Arc of Printing, 
And it is but Deceit in Sam, Jennings, to charge thele two honett Friends 
with Deceit, for their Signing a Paper from the Priton, when they (izned it 
in the Entry, common to the Priſen, and the. next Houle ; for the Entry 
belonging to the Priton, it was no Deceit nor Lye, to tign it trom the Pr:2 
fon, 1t happening at that time, they had a little Liberty to go home, and 
they being Pritoners ſtill by order of the Juſtices, it was mot proper for 
them to {1gn their Paper from the Priſon, being, if I well rememib-r, a Pa- 

cr to the Juſtices, requeſting farther Liverty ; and the Priton-houtec Room 
fapning to be ſhut at that time, who can blame them with Deccit, for 
ſigning 1t in any place or part belonging to the Priſon, except luch as Sum, 
Temnnings ; who, to hide his own Deceit, laboureth to repretent au innecent 
AR, as if it were deceit, And fo much in antw.r to his Falſhoods and Ni:- 
repreſentations contained in his Preface. 

XIV. page 1. In the beginning of his Book, he telleth a great Falſhoad, 
vis, That the publiſhing the Breach maac in Pentilvama, ſcems &eſizned to gra- 
tifie the Adverſaries of Truth, | For the deſign of its publiſhing was only 
30 bear our faithful Teſtimony againſt the vile Anti-cliriitian Errors boldly 
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maintained by ſome there, and cloaked by others ; and in Vindication of 
our Innocency, which they of the other tide had laboured to deftame. 

XV. page 2. He molt falily and myurioully chargeth me with a ſlight of the 
Spirits Teachings, { ForI greatly honour and value the Spirits Teachings; but 
the talle and vain Pretentions of 1gnorant Perſons, to the Spirits Teachings, 
I difown and witnels againſt, as the true Prophets did witnels againſt the 
falic Pretznces of the falie Prophets, who iaid, thus ſaith the Lord, when the 
Lord had not ip»%e unto them. } 

XVI. page 2. He fallly chargeth me, That my charge againſt ſome Preach- 
ers in Pcnulvania, #5 couched in bare generals, || But in Contradiction to him- 
(elf, within a tew Lines, he acknowledgeth the Particulars, wherewith I 
did charge them, viz, That T, Firſwater had acculed me, For denying the 
Sufficiexcy of the Light, becauſe I taid, as was alledged by the four Eviden- 
ces, Tra: the Light within was not ſufficient without ſomething elſe, Now if 
this be matter ot juſt Acculation agamit me, it mult to them be a falſe Ai- 
{crtion ; and the contradictory Aflertion mutt be true, viz. That the Light 
within 1s ſufſicicnt to Slvation, without any rhing elſe ; which moſt evident- 
ly excludes the Perton of Chrijt, viz. Hes Manhood, Death, and Safferings, 
and ſhedding of his precious Blood, and Interceſſion for us in Heaven, all wich 
are fometizung elie than the Light wirhin, But whereas he laith, may itnot 
{cem ftrange, that I who had been among them Twenty Eight Years, and 
moſt of th: Time a Preacher, and a Vindicator of them, ſhould not diſco- 
ver this, ( viz. That ſome among them were grilty cf vile Errors,) But to this 
it is eatily aniwered, I had but a very tew Years, or rather Months becn 
among them in Penfilyania, when I had ditcovered tome among them guil- 
ty of vile Errers ; and laboured much among them in love to recover them, 
which was not without Succels to ſome, though others were hardened, 
And tor the Time I was among the People called Quakers, before I came in- 
to America, moitly, in Scotland, my Native Country, and {ometimes mm 
England, and eliewhere, it 1s well known to ſome now alive in this City, 
that many years ago, I had diſcovered ſome here in England, guilty of 
ſome groſs Errors, tuch as of late I had diſcovered in Penfulvania ) and had 
alio complained of them 3 and dive.lc Meetings were had, where my Com- 
plaint was hcard, and theſe Meetings giving due and impartial Judgment in 
the Ciſe, and ſtanding up for the Truth, and putting to filence theſe Men 
for that time, this made things quizt, and prevented a breach ; and had 
thele to whom I complaired in Pe»ſilvania, done the like Juſtice there, 
thzy might have prevented the breach that happened, therefore the guilt ot 
it Iveth at their door 3 ard cipecially apon $, 7. vho has been a principal 
D-tender and Upiollcr of the Pertons guilty of thoſe vile Errors, But w lar 
if T did not diſcover the Errc rs that I und too many guilty of now, both in 
America, and here alt» in Fzr-pe, nut having had rhe opportunity of i;;ti- 
timats Communication with them, by veroal Conference, wyrmey not one 
of a hundred 3 nor having read very many of Frients Books in thote for- 
m-:r diys. But tinc2 our Ditierences began in America, this hath given me 
--22t 0:caf2n, botii of verbal Conterenee with many, and allo of more fre- 
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quent reading in Friends Books than formerly, and upon the whole I can 
fay, I find the whole Do&trine afferted by me, in all particulzrs, well con- 
firmed out of Friends Books, even in thoſe things, wherein I have been 
contradicted by ſome, both in America, and here in England ; and am able 
to prove all the parts of Do&rine aſſerted by me, out of the Hy Scripture, 
Friends Books ; though I mult needs allo acknowledge, that by ſome 
others it is contradicted in ſome other Books, tor which cauſe I did judge, 
and I ſtill ſo do, -that diverle Books among us need Corre:tion in divertc 
Places, becauſe they both contradict the Holy Scriptures in me Places, and 
alſo they contradi& the Books and printed Teſtimonies of other Friends ; and 
theſe palpable Contradictions have done, and will do great hurt, { until cor- 
rected) both to weak Friends, and other triendly People, tending to dar- 
ken lome, and {tumble others. 

XVII. page 2. His talfe Prophelie or Prefumption concerning me, which 
he faith, he believes a very little time will try or diſcover ; as alſo his falſe 
Infinuation againſt me, That I am nt real in my profeſſing, my being in dear 
Unity with all faithful Friends ; or that any thing of my D-purtment harh 
diſcovered the contrary. { For I have dittered with none here, cr elſe- 
where, but fo far as they have diftered from Truth ; and if 1 remain in 
Unity with the Truth, ( as I do, and he, ner any clſe cannot prove the 
contrary ) I remain in Unity with all the taithful Friends ct it. Nor do I. 
judge that every tmall difference in Judgment doth break the Unity of faith- 
tul Friends, when Sincerity, and the Love of the Truth is kept to in the 
Nitin, 

N VIIT. page 3. His falſely affcrting the ſufficiency of 777. Storkrales Evie 
deiice againtt me, who was noterioutly known to be a prejudiced Perſon, 
by his faltly accuting me, Of being grulty of Preachias two Cimijts, which 
Sam, Jennings ath been torced to confels was proved againtt i.un, and ac- 
cordingly gave at Jaſt a Judgment agaiit um, though it was as an Avertive 
out of due: Seaſon. 

XIN. His perverting my werds, ſaying, Divers preſent cletred Fm, viz, 
G. K. that they Leard Lim, buth then, and at all eccaſimns tr.it he delivered his 
Alind on that Sutjet, always bear h:s Teſtimony to the iff ciency of the Light 
ro Salvation, [ But this he makes fo great a difficulty or impott:vility, v2. 
to prove a Vegative ; molt perverfely arguing, or rather, quivhng, How 
ronls they hear 8 at al! times, when he delivered is Afina on that Srcbjeet, 
[ But niy werds do plainly enough bare this ienfe, Tirat they hed me at all 
ſuch, times, when W, Stockdale keard me; to wit, either in pribiicy Aeectings, 
where ſeme of them were aways preſent it Philadelphia 3 & t 1het Afeering 
at the Houſe of S, Carp. where and w'sc;: me did f.iif.ly fo icerifſe me, And 
It a Negative Eviderice be to S, F, tich 2 difficulty cr inpoil.bil.ty, How

XX. page. 3. His Perveriion, and pray quibling againſt the Monthly 
Meeting, that gave Judgment againſt 7. Fi/>; As, frit, That fome had been 
there, that were nit in the Profeſſion of Truth, a thing he faith, not uſual in 
ſolemn Monthly Meetings. [ But this quibble is ealily anſwered, The Re- 
port ſpread abroad concerning our Dittecrences, occaſioned divers to come, 
even to other Monthly Meetings as well as that; yea, and to their Yearly 
Mceting too, that were not in the Profeſſion of Truth : And it can be pro- 
ved, that ſome have ſigned to ſome talte Judgments given out againſt me, 
that were not in the Protefſion of Truth. But however S. F. doth take no- 
tice, that theſe that were not in the Profetlion of Truth, were faid to have 
gone away, before any Judgment was given. Another filly quibble of his 
15, That moſt of :hem that gave that Tudgment at the adjourned Menthly Meet- 
iag, were ſuch as afrerwaras went into the Separation with G. K. page 4. But

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all Men of common ſenle'muit needs confeſs, That the outward Boay or Per- 
fon of the Man Chriſt, and his Death, Blood, and Interceſſion without 115, are 
wot the Light in ws; and therefore ſomething elſe, though Chriſt is but one, 
both without 5 and within tts, even as the Godhead and Manhood of Chriſt is 
but one Chriſt, and yet his Afanhood is not his Godhead, but fomething elſe; 
For his 7odbead did not ſufter Death, but his Adanboed. 

XXIL. page 4, 5. His palpable Perverſion, and bewraying his grefs Igno- 
norance, or Deceit, in charging me with Inconliſtency, for laying, The 
Light i« ſufficient to Salvation, and yet to affirm it is not (ufficient without 
lomething elſe ; as if theſe two Aflcrtions were inconſiſtent, or contradicto- 
ry.

And who will dare to lay, but the Man Chriſt with- 
out 4, that was born of the Virgin, 1s ſufficient to fave us, yet not + ithout 
his imward appearance in owr Hearts ; it pitties me to deal with fuch an 1ig- 
norant - yy > Oh! for ſhame, that ever tuch an ignorant Perſon ſhould 
paſs with any, for a Miniſter of Chriſt, that ſeeth nor, or is to deceittul, 
that he will not acknowledge, that he ſecth ſuch a thing, as the good Con- 
—_ berwixt theſe two Aſlertions aforelaid.

priiticn, which this prejudiced Advertary, Sar Zernirge, izeks, and moſt un- 
chiiflianty cnd-ay oureth, by Lis talfe Acculations, to tuke from me. But for 
a furthor proct cf Sam Jennings bus infinceerity im tis particular, he knoweth mn 
Bs CO ance how The, T hid hath detend+d aud juſtined Toby H+«mphrcy trom 
tane to time, in his Antichriftien allerticn, 1/2 he was grieved tohenr ſome ſav, 
they expected to be juſtified by 11.14 blood that was ſhed at Fernfariem, which mett 
e\14:-1.tiy proveth, that nc icher TH The. T fd did believe it was n:cetfary 
tor them to h.rve that f1ith, that we ave ; {ified by that blood: Yea, S. Terms 
his chargiug me with an #corſittency i: 4.5 rwo Aſertions ; the one bewg, ? - , 
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the light within is ſafficient to ſalration ; the other being, that the light within 5; 
not ſufficient to ſalva: ion without ſomething elſe ; 1 a declared that 
by that ſomething elſe 1 mean the Man Chriſt Jeſus, and his Death and Suffer- 
bngs, Blood, Reſurrection and Interceſſn, 8c. doth ſufficiently prove him _= 
ty, that he /-1h not believe it neceſſary to his ſalvation that Chriſt died for him; 
tor if the /izht within bz 1ul.iciciut to falvation, without the Death of Chriſt 
(..hich is « art of hat ſomerh:g elſe underitood by me) then it is not neceſla- 
ry to ouclalvation, to believe chat Cirist died for us ; and the Death of Chrift 
hath no part or ſhare in our ſalvation, by this his Antichriftian aſlertion. But 
now in reterence to the queltion, as ſtared by him, he alledging, that I have 
affirmed, that this faith is ind ſpenſibly neceſſary to all, viz. in order to eternal ſal-

; t prejudiced perſons againſt me ; fo with the Printed Books and Te- 
monies of divers friends of good Repute among the people called Quakers; 
and with the General Dottrine of all moderate Chriſtian V//riters throughout 
Chriftendom : See my aforeſaid Explication of my Aſſertion, particularly m my 
Two late Printed Treatiſes; the one called, Truth and Innocency defended,trom 
page 10.to page 20. where I largely open the faid diftirtHon of faith in Chrift 
explicit agd implicit ; and allo my other, called, Hereſie and Hatred, page 13. 
Asfor what he objecteth concerrung the frrange Netion of the Revolution of hu- 
mane ſouls, and his inſinuation, of my pmonig it; having fo fully anfwer- 
ed to it inthe Two aforementioned Treaties i» Prist, to which I reftr, I need 
lay nothing here, further than to tell him, and a!ſoto inform the Reader, rhat 
his thinking, or — that my holding the faith of Chrift's Death indiſpenſs- 
ya ary to all that ſhall be ſaved, doth oblige me to 11d, that all ro whom 
that fwth is not outwardlypreached, or who have not the 1H: ward means, or out- 
4d opportunity of receiving it, muſt necds live again, by Keviluti:;r, *n order ro 
have it preached wnto them, otherwiſe they cannot be ſaved; doth tuFciently 
prove him extreamly ignorant, and that he hath neither the tru Frith, nor 
a true Notion of the nay 7 of the Light within, And hou beit he la- 
in his Prejudice and Enmity, to repreicnt me, as one undervaluing 

the ſufficiency of the Light within, - inly appeareth, I'o *n the (uthciency 
of the Light within more than he doth, or any of his Party, w!1o thus do 
fallly accule me ; for I lay, as 1 have ott formerly ſaid, the Light within (in 
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the higheſt ſenle) being God-and Chrift, the Eternal Word, and the Spirit in 
every man,is ſuſhcient to reveal and give the Knowledge and Faith of Chritt 
as he died tor all men, and roſe again, unto all men, without all outward 
nicans ct outward Preaching, gr Reading, and conlequently without the 
Revolutions of Humane Souter ever -Such who favour the Revolution

volution of Humane Souls: And allo that he doth poſitively aflirm, that me- 
ny have nat the means, opportwnity or capacity to know or receive it ; which (he 
ſaith) will inclade a great part of Mankind, From this it plainly followeth, 
that he thinketh the Light within is not ſufficient or able to reveal or give

tufficient, or able to do, who 25 able of ſtones to raiſe up children to Abraham ; 
and who cau work by his Spirit, when, where, how, and in whom he plea- 
jeth, even without outward means, whether im Intants, cr deaf and dumb 
crions, or in them that never heard tke Fame of Chritt with their outward 
-ars : and it 15 another thing, what he is pleaſcd ro doin his ordinary way of 
working, But it ought well to be cenhiderced, that our tull and perfe& tal- 
vation dcpcnds not wholly upon what Ged either can, or pleateth roreveal in 
us 3 but alio in great part, upon what the Man Chritt hath done and ſuffered 
tor us cn Earth, etpecially m dying, and ſhedding his precions Blocd for us, 
and his interce ! on for us now 11 Heaven; fer nat is nv imall part of our 
{alvation, to bulaved from Wrath, and trem the gwilr of fin, and trom that 
teartul ientence of Conde 31 tion, and the Curſe ef ite. aw, due to us for 4in 3 
and nvIvternal Revelation can fave us from that Crſc, Condomration and 
WW-4th ; but it was necellary that Chriſt ſhould tuticr tor ws mm che true Na- 
tire of Man, that curtins might be torgiven, and we might be ſaved trum 
thc Wrath oft Ged, and the Curie and Condemnation of the Law ct God, 
avd Chritt's tuttering Death, and ſhouding his prectous Blood tor us, was 
nut only neceitary to our Niultiacatinn, buc to our Santticition, becaule by 
lits Qualence unto Deatland precicus ——_— hath precurcd and _— 
dec 
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{ed tor us that inward principleof God's Grace, whereby we are ſanRiked ; 
and we are fanctined through a living Faith in Chriſt, as hedicd for us; a1:d 
rhat Faith 15 neceſlary to mens Regeneration and Santtificaticn, as well as ro 
Remiilion of ts; and tkerctore1s neceſlary to all. But that he faith, 4 yrear 
part of Mankind will be included, who have net had the means, opportunity or c:i- 
pacity to know or receive it ; which carries with it a very harſh and uncharira- 
vle Judgment upon all that part of mankind. 

A-ſw, But where 1s then the tufficiency of the Light he and many others 
ſeem fo wannly to pl-ad tor, if it be not {ufficient not only to make them 
capable, but alio ro give them the Knowledge of it ; w#<. 1he Death of Chrijt? 
Burt why ſhould this tound more harſh and uncharitable, to ſay, a great part 
ot mankind dic as nwich without the Knowledge of Chrift within as cf Chritt 
without ; tor as Chri/t care in the fleſh, is called a great mftery in Scripture, 
{o is Chrift within alto called a great myſtery ; yea, the mſtery that had been 
hid from Ages and Generations : and he cannot giyeme an Initance of any that 
ever knew the myſtery of Cirift within, but allo knew in tome mealture the 
myſtery of Ci7i5t withoxt ; ter that which 1s able to reveal the one, 1s able 
to reveal che other. But that any are ſaved withcut the know ledge cf Christ 
thin, 1 {uppoſe he will not lay, ſeeing the Scripture {arth, Know ye net that 
Feſus Chrift is in you, wnleſs ye be Feprobates ? Or rather, diſapproved, or want 
a Proct, But the <cripture alto faith, That it is one Ge! who ſhall j5tifie the 
circumciſion; 5,e, the Jews, by Faith; and the circumciſiin; 1, e, the G ertiles, 
throzgh Faith, And the true Faith is one, whereby buth Jews and Geomtiles 
are juſtified ; which is a Faith in Chriſt, as he died for 1s, as well as that he 
doth inward!y enlighten us. But to ſuppotc x Faith 11 Chritt, rhar dcthnor 
re{pect his cutward coming in the Fleſh, and Death and tufterings, but cn- 
ly ard alone that inward common illuminaticn that 1s in all mankind ; is to 
{ct up an unſcriptural and Antichriſtian Faith, oppctite ta the true Ckriitian 
Faith ; which I charge on Sam, Jennings, and on all that juin with him in 
this his abturd Doctrine, to be a pernicious Errcr, tending to make void the 
truc Fauh of Chriit, and the Doctrinewt rhe Holy Scriptures, ard to trach 
me: to r:ly yupontheic Ob-dicnce to the Law, or Light witit.n, fir *alyari-

Now this |aiv that Steppeth every month, and maketh tl e whole wo-ld grilty be- 
fore God, 1s the Law, or Light inthele Geariles who |:ave not the *crIptures, 
cr written Law without : and whatever teigned preterce of Ch ity S, Z.cx 
ar:y others that hold this grots Error, That men may te cternil'y red nth out 
ail knowledge and faith of Chrift cacified; way lave towards that part of 
mnkind who have not had Chritt outwardly preached wnto thum ; yer it 15 
a real undervaluing, and tecking to undermine the Chrittan Dilpcrfaticn , 
and mak it asa meer ind'Ferent thing ; yea, unprofitable to be under it : tor 
if an commenty cbtam Eternal Lite and Salvation, without all knowledge 
aud Jaithot Chriit crucitied, and raifed again 3 ard can be pertettly _— 
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without it ;then there is noneed to have thatFaith at all: But For ſuch who 
lay, it is necdful, becaxſe it is preached ; they vie a deceitful, but filly evali- 
on ; for if it's only needful, becaule it is preached, then the way is not to 
preach it, that it may not be needful ; and if fo, why did the Apoſtles, and 
many other faithtnl men preach it, and ſeal to it with their blood? Surely 
this 15 the way to lead people ny both to nzglc& preaching Chriſt 
crucihed, and to hear it preached ; yea, and if they deltroy, cr bury the &i- 
ble in oblivion, from thcir poſterity, by lis wicked doing they ſhall excule 
them trom being under a Neceflity to believe the Death of Chriſt in order to 
ſalvation. But whereas ſome lay, it is profitable, tho not abſolutely neceſla- 
ry to falvation. to have the Faith of Chriſt's Death ; but ſeeing they fay,men 
are commonly ſaved eternally without it, as well as with it; they cannot 
ſhew wherein it is profitable, unleſs it be neceſfary : Indeed, they may as well 
lay, with Pelagians and Socinians, that irfward Grace, or the Spirit's inward 
operation, 1s only profitable, but not abiolutely neceffary to mens (alvation, 
But we tind the Terms of falvation univerſally without exception, ſer down, 
Rem.10.9,10. that plainly holds it forth, that ro believe that Clrift roſe from 
the dead, and that with the heart, as well as toconfeſs it with the month, us neceſ- 
ſary to all that ſhall be ſerved: And tho this Faith is wrought in mien in God's 
ordinary Way, by an outward Miniftry, yet the Word, or Light within, is 
ſuffirient to work it withoutan outward Miniſtry; and doth ſo work it when 
God pleaterh, as he wrought it in Abraham, 7cb, and many others. Bur that 
S.F. taith, page 12. he hath heard T; Zlid affirm be did believe it to be our du- 
ty, who bad the advantage of having the Holy Scriptures, and hearing the Faith 
preached, to receive and believe it, This, I ſuppoſe, is poſiible; but when 
was it that he did to profeſs to believe ? 258, after that the Publick Letter 
ſigned by G.W. and others, from Loxdon, came to them and us, holding forth 
that Faith as nec<flary : but before that Letter came, it is well known ro ma- 
ny, as well as to me, that he had oft denied it; but before that the Breach 
was made : And lince it was made, tho we, for our part, uſed great Endeavors 
ro be reconciled to them in the Truth, yet we could never ettect it in Truths 
wav.

cuſation, ro put the word LQwagers for them, not exceeding in number above 
x3 perſons; which 15as falle and injurious, as to charge the Eng/i/h with a 
thing that only 13, or a few arc guilty of. And when Ire-minded both S.f. 
and alſo the Yearly mcerting, that he named the Name cf God to a Falſhood, 
which many preſent did greatly notice, and ſome did charge him with, he 
had no other Evaſion, but that by them was meant the Lakers ; which isas 
Falpable a perverſion, as to charge the Erg/i/h with a Fault thatonly 1 3 per- 
jons are guilty of : And I at the {ame time, with true Reverence, naming 
the Name of God, ro clear my Innocency, laying mn the preſence of God, to 
the belt of my remembrance, I {aid not the Quakers, but them ; ſome of the 
Yearly meeting did {evercly ſpeak to us, one taying, we had rent the Name of 
God berwixt us; another faying, one of us two ance to be greatly gwl- 
ty, ST. having laid, in the fear of God, he affirmed that I ſaid the Lakers, 
And atcerwards I produced the Paper of their meeting, hgned by S. F. bear- 
ing date the 6th of the 7th month, 1672. whercin they declare, that my 
words were as acove-mentioned ; which, they lay, the two Fricnds repcat- 
ed unto me, Nouw, Reader. judge what ſmall credir S. An worthy of, who 
by his own declaration, hath printed himſelf guilty of fallly accuſing me, by 
perverting my words, putcing, moſt fraudulently, Quaber: for them ; when 
yet in the Paper of that meeting, ſigned by hin, he and they declare my 
words wete asSI have .bove-mentwned them. 

XL. And as concerning that Paper, called, The preſent Caſe, Sc. he hath 
printed to 44s own ſhame, in us book /with other the like thametul Papers, 
as {tanding Munuments of his unchrittian Proceedings! given cut by his 
Party, 2oth cf the qth month, and hgned by himf{clf, it containing palpable 
contradicticn, and giving the Lig to at felf, as is above routed. | need not 
{iy much to it, but to deny what they fallly charge me with, as that in a 
wrathful and biticr Spirit, I revaled and abutcd thr taid Mectivg, they charg- 
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ing me with brittleneſs of diſpoſition ; (but my being peeferved by my gra= 
civus God, conſtant in my Chriſtian Tettimony, alas —— 
them falſe acculers in this, as in other things; for had I been brictle, their un- 
chrittian Practices towards me had long a-go broken me ; bur God has mer- 
citully preſerved me, and tohim alone I give the praile) charging me with 
the breach whereof they, and not I, were guilty ; and with calumnuting fe- 
veral perlons, not giving them Goſpel-Order in any Church-way 3 all which 
are falle charges. As alto, that they ſay in their Paper, Notice was given me 
of the time to which the Meeting was adjourned, vt. to a fortnighc longer, 
having appointed ſome Friends to vifit me. But in this they ule great pre- 
varication, hiding their deceit in ambiguous Words. That two came to me 
in the Evening ct that Meeting, before their fortnight Adjournment, I own 
it ; but that they told me cither the prec.{2 day, hour orp!ace of their mecr- 
ing, I altogether deny it 3 or that they did in the leaſt detire me to come 10 
it; yea, their Paper t1gniheth no ſuch thing; but only that Notice was given. 
me of the time ; but what particular time or place, they mention not ; for 
that called a Fortnight, fomctumnes includes 14 days, ſometimes 15 or 16 : 
But whar if I had known the precite day, hour and place, which 1 did not, 
(tor ſometimes they mer at one place and ſometimes ar another, and fome- 
tune at one part of the day and fometune at another) is that enough to ex- 
cule their proceeding fo violently and furioully againit me, without calling 
me to hear things charged and proved againit me? But thcir Paperdothnc t 
{o much as alledg, that I had any call ro come totheir meeting z theretcre ir 
is 4 plain cate, they are fallacious, and feck to deceive thefimple with the.r 
fallacious words. And what if they had called me, and I had refuted to 
come, as was not ſo? If they had been endued with the patient and long- 
tutfenng Spirit of Chrift, they would have again and again, at leaſt rwice cr 
thrice, calld me, before they ad paſt fuch a tevere Judgment againit me, as 
not only to Un-M:niſter and Un-Chriſtian me, bur to repreſent me as one of 
the woritof men; was this like the re!toring me ina lpurit cf meeknef: 2 Do 
not humane Jud:catories condemn them in this caſe, who coumnonty, beture 
they pals cenfure, in many caſes, call, or ſuinmons chem twice or thrice, wt a. 
arcaccuted asguilty pertuns ; and in cate of not appearance, cn the tirit a-- 
tation, do not pals a politive (cnence againſt chem, rill chey have anocher c:- 
tation, or ſoine conſiderable tune allowed to nuke ther appearance, in caſe 
of ablence, which was my calc. : 

XLLI. He falliy accutzti my printed Treatue, called, The Plea of the L,c- 
cent, and fo doth his Party (.cx lus book, page 20.) to be 4 farions condemn + 
rion againlt chem. {But it was only a Jutt Defence and Vindication cf r. y 
Innocency and Chrittian Tettimcny, and Reputation, which they moſt L:, - 
cl\rittianly had laboured to deſtroy, with-their molt falle Acculations, and bu- 
tcr Revilings and Invectives. And yet S$.7. is fo mnpuent, as to call th: $ 
(candalous Paper of thei mecting aforeiaid, ſigned b hunleit oul y, The Att 
of ſuch a Meeting 45 cannot in charity be ſuſpt!ed to be partial or unjuſi therc< 
in, But it isnoncw thing to hear Darkucts called. Light, Falſhood Truth, 
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XLII. In their Poſtſcript to their ſaid Paper, there are alſo a great many 
Fallacies and Falſhoods, too tedious toenumerate ; To give an inſtance in 
ſome particulars, 1. That one of my followers (as he ſcornfully callech him) 
read part of our Paper that he calleth 4 Challenge, while Thomas Janney was 
at Prayer. Here they ute a Fallacy ; for while that perſon was civilly reading 
that Paper, to interrupt hisreading, as was uſual to them in other cafes, 7. 7. 
kneeled down to prayer; {o the Miorder was in T. F. not in that other perſon: 
And his ſtanding up in the Window, was but in order to be heard : And if 
he did come in at the Window, being as open as the Door, which 1 know 
not that he did, it is like it was, that the throng of People was fo great in 
the Door, that he could nothave accels. Arenot theſe filly and pitiful things 
to print, ſoas to make ſuch ſinall innocent circumſtances to be crimes. Burt 
when he wants better ſtuff, he muſt build with ftraw and ſtubble. 2. They 
ſay, They promiled to giveme a ſuitable hearing to my Appeal, provided I 
would itay till the day appointed for buſineſs. But this was notiing bur a 
meer evaſ1on ; for they knew in their conſcience, that many Friends, as well 
as Friendly People, would be gone home before that time they appeinred : 
belides, they had no power to appoint a time to us, and to delay a matter of 
ſuch great concern to the laſt day of the meeting, which would have requir- 
ed teveral days to have things fairly heard and examined. 3. That we refu- 
ſed to hear them that were lent of their ſide, with a Mellage to us. But their 
fallacy is great in this, that they conceal the rude carriage of thole they call 
Mellengers, that while onz of our Friends was reading a Paper, thele called 
Metlengers came in a moſt tumultuous manner, and one of them ſtood up 
on a bench, and read his Paper, while our Friend was reading; and they that 
came in with him, or them, called Meſſengers, raiſed ſuch an hideous Neiſe 
with Voice and Feet, that was a great ſhameto hear of ; and this was the oc- 
ca{ion of our removing, not willing to ſtay to lee fuch diſorder. 4. Their lay- 
ing in their Paper, That we ſet up thole who made little or no profe.lion of 
Truth, for our ſudges ; is both a faiſhood and a fallacy, It happened that 
one perlon ſet his Name to the Paper (unknown to us generally ) that was not 
under the profeſſion of Truth ; bur after we knew of it, we razed out his 
Name : but I never heard, nor knew of any more, being all, genzrally, not 
only under a profetion of the Truth long before the ſeparation, but of Good 
Report among Friends. But we can prove, and have proved, rhat divers of 
them that ſigned thzir ſcandalous Paper of their Yearly meeting againſt us, 
were guilry of icandalous convertation. $5. That that Paper given out from 
our Yearly meeting, was drawn upand compleated according to my directs- 
en. This is an ablolute falſhood, 6, As for {cme hard werds that I gave 
tme2of them, on extraordinary provocation, they have far exce2ded me, as 
hue been ulficiently proved, callmg me not only Hypocrite but Rawnrer aric- 
ed man, even when I have been at prayer, in great tenderneſs; and SF, own- 
eth, that he called me Apoſtare ; and at the ſame time when he profeiled to 
come and viſit me in Love, and deal with me by admonitzon in a Church- 
way, he called me:not only Ap:ſtare, but worſe than profure, And 1s it not 
great Hypocrific 11S. 7. lo ro aggravate ſom? ha:d words of ininz aud topalſs 
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by ſo many, much more __— as more in number of theirs, without 
the leaſt noticing. Do a few words of mine,prove me a wicked 
as &, 7. and his party conclInde, and = their many more, andfmore hard 
words againſt me, prove them to be Saints ? Burt let the merit of the cauſe 
be examined, and a juſt account be caſt up, and I fear not but S. F. and his 
party, will be found to have far exceeded, in giving hard words. But where- 
as they labour to repreſent me, as extraordinary pallionate, and impatient, 
they are moſt unfair and pennies udges in the caſe : It is known to many 
that well know me, that hathendued me with a good meaſure of pa- 
rience 3 and what I have born with much patience, is beſt known to God. 
As for theTerms, Blood-thirſty Hownds,it is well known to many on what occa- 
ſion I gave it to ſomie,that accuſed me in a publick meeting,of a thing moſt 
fallly, that had it been believed againſt me, tended to dettroy my Natu- 
ral Life ; and I might as well cl ſuch ny 4 Hownds, as Fox, in 
his Book of ——_ called ſome Papiſts, Hell- , Who ſought to de- 
ftroy the Natural Lives of ſome Chriſtans, in the days of the Martyrs. 
The manI called impxdent Raſcal, 1 meant it in the Scripture-ſence, to wit, 
as being a vile perſon; the Hebrew word Nebal, tranllated _—_ ox in our 
Engliſh Bible, hgnifying properly Nebalo in Latin, and that is Kaſcalin Eng- 
4/h, and this for boldly aſſerting a vile Error, hvy ſaid before divers Wit- 
neſles, he did not believe to be ſaved by that which died at Jeruſalem; and moſt 
unchriſtianly falling upon me, in a monthly meeting, ſaying, Dcth the Spirit 
ſpeak in Trees ? 1 Having aflerted, that God was prelent 1n all the — 
as Tiees, Herbs, Graſs, which ſome of that meeting, even Miniſters, di 
diſpute againſt ; and oo above-mentioned Perſon, with others, urging me 
moſt unchriſtianly, to promiſe an abſolute ſubmithon to - ny hone th of 
that meeting 3 and I not giving, they refuſed to give any Judgment in the 
caſe, rho I have appealed to them : And at this Meeting S.7. was preſent 3 
but takes no notice of the Blaſphemy ſome of that Meering was guilty of. 
againſt both God and Chriſt ; but only of ſome hard words given to one 
or two men; which isa great Argument of his Hypocrihie, and that to him, 
Blaſphemy againſt God and Chrift is a Tefler offence than-an hard word a- 
gainſt man. Beſide, is it not greath fem s. 7. toaccuſe me for call- 
ing ene Raſcal who was guilty of vile Liphoay, whereas he called an ho- 
nett Friend, 2z. John Smith, ſeveral times Raſcal, Raſcally Fellow, and worſe 
thanan Tnfil. 1, without any Juſt Provocation, as FS. hath declared in print. 
See page 2:.f the Tryal. As for the words they alledge I ſaid, Cur me in 
Collups, fry me, eat me, he is moſt unfair and partial, in not telling the oc- 
caliun, which was their extreme threarning. me with their Magiſtratical 
Power, and ſaying, I deſerved to be puniſhed, thnking to pur me in fear ; 
tut 1 feeling grcat boldneſs and courage given me, uttered ſome ſuch wo: ds, 
remecmbring, yea aud ricntioning at that very time, the like wcrds cf the 
Martyr Lanren:ias, ue in Fox's Book of Martyrs ; and why ſhould this 
be ſuppuſed a Crime in mc, which was judged a Vertve in him; and G, F. 
in his ſcurnal, page 86. declareth, That a er ſome of the rude multitude 
had teat }i:m on Ins Head, Aums and _— ——_ &c. etching out h s Arms 
among 
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2/Tong them, he ſaid with a loud Voice, Strike again, here are my Arms, my 
Head and my Checks, But this, according to S. 7. his way of Reaſoning, 
could be no perſecution that G. F. ſutfered, becauſe he ſo much deirred ar, 
astc bid them ſtrike again, See page 3. of S.F. his book. [ Sam. Jenn:rgs doth 
further bewray his great ignorance and perverſeneſs, in making it a Crime in 
me, that after I had given ſome of them ſome hard words, which. were but 
their due, I ſhould ſay, I was _ onur Lord and Saviour Teſus Chriſt, com- 
paring my ſelf ro Dove, a Lamb, while 1 thus appeared (as he alledgeth, 
11 a great tranſport of heat and pallion. For are nor all the Followers of the 
Lord Jetus like him, whereof I am one ? And he hath not, nor can prove 
the contrary, that I am not ; and all his Followers are compared m Scripture 
to Doves al Lambs, which may well conſiſt with great warmth of Chriſti- 
an Zeal againit vile Errors and wicked Pradtices, whereof $. J. and his party 
were guilty, and cf which they have ſhewed no Repentance. But ſuppole 1 
bad bewrayed at that time, ſome tinful paition, on great provocation, doth 
that prove me, that I did not belong to Chrift, or had nothing of the true: 
Nature of a Chrittian alive in me ? Surely if every ſinful paſſion unchriſtian. 
inen, Sem. Fernings and his party, have tully unchrittianed theraſelves. But 
let the I:;mpartial judge, whether Sam. Jennings, or I, be molt unlike thetrue. 
Chriſtian ; I, for giving him and his Party only ſome hard words, or he for. 
nor only giving mehard words, but for perſecuting me and others with Fines 
and Impriſonments for matters ef confcienee? It is a common obſervation,. 
that Woolves hunt the Sheep, but never thart- the Sheep hunt the Woolves ; 
and he that. was born after the fleſh (as (1th the Scripture) did perſecute him 
tt was born after the ſpirit. 8. Their reproaching, and fallly accuſing the 
tober and truc-hearted Friends of our mceting at Philadelphia, which are 
known by many, not only to equal, but ro exceed moit of the cther fide,,.. 
in Chiiſtan Converſation, calling them Apoſtates, But that ſome of the 
more locſ: ſort cf cther Prefeflions come to our mectings, can be no fault 3 
*«r they generally come to all Friends meetings every where ; and Friends 
never did forbid them, but rather did allow them ro come, hoping they 
might te beuchtred by. their coming, as many have been. Bur thicir calling 
d1vers ſober aud friendly people that came to our meetings, the Rabble, is ne1- 
ther Chriſt 'an nor prudent ; for it drove them away from their meetings 3 
thus acting like unskillful i hers, that drive away the Fiſh from the Net, 
imitead of gathering them. 9. The InftancesI gave, mentioned by $.). pag. 
24. of their not having that infallible diſcerning they pretended to, cf ones 
being guilty of Drunkenneſs, another of Adultery, was in anſwer to their 
filly boaſting of ſuch an high.diſcerning that ſome. of them at that tune 
laid claum unto. But that ever I charged the Light within . as not being a- 
ble to give an infallible diſcerning, as is inſinuated, I altogether deny. 1o-That 
it 15 alledged by them, I called Fhomas Everdon, Hypocrite, Cc. and yet the 
day before, ſaid,l had good Unity with him: that 1 called him hypocrite, 1 
own it, ard have —— proved it, in that printed ſheet, called, Falſe 
Tndgments reprehended, and a juſt Reproof to Tho. Everdon. But that the. 
day before Liaid, / had Good nity with him, 1; falle.; for I remember well,

truths, boldly atfirmed (but not at all proved) by him and them againſt me. 
11. His and their alledging, that I left the Gallery, is a grols fallacy and 
perverſion ; for they drove me out of it, q_y 6 witneſs ; ſo thatI had 
not room, nor conveniency to ſtand init, by their preſſing me with rhe 
ſtrength of their bodies, from the place where I ſtood in it, which ſome of 
our Friends obſerving, that uſed not to fit in the Gallery, went once or twice 
into the Gallery, to keepthem off from ſo pretling me. 12. Their laying, 7 
laugk'd at the pulling down of their Gallery, is another Pervertion and A- 
bule : The caſe was thus ; One of their fide ſaid ro me, They were come to 
break down my Idol, divers of them having Axes and Saws in their hand 
to break down the New Gallery, which one of them fallly called my [dol - I 
replied with a ſmiling countenance, it was not my Idol. 13. Their alledg- 
ing, that loling ground by my extream paſhon and ill conduct in theſe mee- 
tings, I left them, and retired to our ſeparate meeting 3 which is alſo a groſs 
rveriion and miſrepreſcntation. [For as they firſt drove me out of the Gal- 
os. and otherwiſe grolly abuſed me init, (ma qt them ſpeaking to me at 
once, by way of interruption, in my peaceable Teitimony, tho it was not 
any way to interrupt them, in their Declaration, as many can witnels) ſo at 
lait, while 1 ſtood on the itair, on the other tide of the houſe, one of their 
Church-members punched me with his Feer, which I js. —— them with, 
gave ſuch diilatisfaction to ſome ſtrangers preſent, that they were like to have 
calt him down the itairs, ſome crying, throw him down ; ſo for Peace-lake, 
and to prevent thele diſorders for time to come, we lefr the Meeting-houſe, 
ro which we had equal Right with them, that we might enjoy our meetings 
peaceably, 14. Threir alledging, That a great part of our mecting times 
was ſpent in my perf: nal Vindication, andin rendring Friends as odious and 
contemprible as the Malice and Lies of the worſt of our Adverfarics would 
have us tobe, is extreainly falſe and abutve : It was but little I faid in de- 
fence of my, and our Chriſtian Teſtimonyz much of our time was ſpent in 
filent waiting upon the Lord, a thing little practiſed amongſt them ; and 
when 1, or any other declared, in our meetings, it was generally in a De- 
ctrinal way, and ſomerimes m way of Exhortation, without medling with 
pertonal Retiections. 15. Their alledging, that the (cyeral eſtabliſhed mee- 
tings in the 3 Provinces, have diſowned me, is a fallacy and perverſion, like 
the former ; for only their Faction. in theſe 3 Provinces have fo done ; but 
many Encnds {till own me in all the 4 Provances, and have their citabliſhed 
meetings. 16. Their laying, I hurried all on a ſtart for Exg/ana, 1s allo 
falſe 3 for 1 had made it known to many long before I went away, and d d 
it with great deliberation, having intended tor England before the t.paraticn 
an. And Laſtly, their charging me with great Apatacy, and pc:(ecu- 
ring Chriſt in Jus followers, I reject as falſe, and molt properly belonging to 
tum, who hive becnactive, ſome of % chicfctt of thum, and lr + 
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', #. in pefecuting us both with Tongue and H inds, and t':e reſt approving 
them in ſodoing. And thus I have anſwered to moſt of rhe things contain- 
d in their ſaid Paper and PoRſcript they call, The preſent Caſe truly ftated, . 
&c. and which was read at the Yearly meeting at London, 1694. But it doth 
no: appear, by that called, A tre accomnt of the —_— the Tearl 
Ateeting, that they gave any great credit to 1t ; nor do they paſs any "4 
ſ-ntence againſt me, as to Judge me Apoſtate, nor confirm the falſe Judg- 
ments given cut in Penſilvania, and elſewhere, againſt me; but owned me in. 
Fellowthip with them ; and when I prayed at an appointed meeting, in the 
up2er Room in Grace-Church-ſtreet-/Meeting-houſe, when many, or molt of 
the Miniſtring Friends of the Yearly Meeting were preſcnt, they generally 
Joined with me, in being diſcovered when I prayed ; which if they had 
ſudged me to be an Apoſtate, to be ſure-they would not have done; and at 
the Yearly meeting, many of the Miniſtry declared, they were refreſhed and. 
comferted in my Teſtimony I did bear among them, and took me kindly 
by the hand after meeting ; all which ſufficiently prove the Yearly Meeti 
did not Judge me worthy 'of that Charatter which this ſcurrilous Paper 
havenow anſwered, doth ſeem to fix on me. Yea, and after that Friends at 
Londen had heard of the ſeparation, in their Letters to us, writing particu- 
larly to George Hutcheſon and me, as well as to Thomas Lloid and Sam. Jen- 
nings, they call us, Dear Friends and Brethren, and declare their diſlatisfaQt- 
on with our denying one another, as the-Letters I have to produce, do ſutff- 
ciently ſhew. . ; 

But that they inſinnate it as a Reaſon of their not Printing againſt me, 
page 24. about the middle of the page, hoping ( lay they) 10 have ſome- 

at thereby kept this unhappy difference from being made more publick by ts, 
as much as in us lay, and as well aswe could. [This I proved to be a notorious 
Falſhood, at the yearly Meeting, by producing a Letter of John Delawal, one 
of their chief Perſons that gave out that Paper called, The preſent Caſe truly 
Rated, 8c. ſigned with his own Hand, which was then read ; where he gives 
the reaſon cf their not printing againſt me, That they had not an imparti- 
al Printer, which if they had, they would have printed againſt me. His 
words are exprelly theſe. If there had been an impartial rinmer here, thy 
ſeurrility and notorious Calumnies againſt us, who never merited it from thee, 
would long e're this have been detetted ; the date of his Letter is Philadelphia, 
24. 11th. Month, 1692. Beſide, it is manifeſt Hypocrifie in them, to ſay, 
they hoped to have kept this —_—y difference from being made more 
publick by them, as much as in theni lay, and as as they could ; when 
on the contrary, as much as in them lay, they made it publick all ways 
3maginable, ( Printing excepted ; and that becanſe of their prejudice againſt 
the Printer ) by ca ing, and in moſt Places forcing this falle Judgment 
of theirs to be read and publiſhed againſt us in all the Meetings of the three 
Provinces; and nnking Copies of 1t far and near, to remote. Places, and 
over to England, which arrived before any of our printed Books ; and by 
cauſing 2 Proclamation to be read againſt me at the Market Plice ; and 
many other malicious and inveivo Papers and Letters.in Manuſcripts they 
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ſ-nt out againſt me to Berbadees, Tamaica, Virginia, New Fn7l1:i ant 01d 
Eryland, which I never ſaw; and as I cft told them, their maune: of tizht- 
ing againlt me, was like the [zdiers, that skulk behind T ie:s, and ſhoot 
at Min in the open Field ; for moſt of their work againt mz, was by a 
clandeſtine way of back-biting me, and calumniating me by falſe Stor 
Lyes and Forgeries ; a mott ſhameful Libel, and bundle of thern beirig 
againſt me at the yearly Meeting laſt at London, without any Name to them, 
at which, {ome in the Mceting (aid, it was a ſhame that ſuch a ſhamlels Li- 
bel ſhould be read againit me. 

XL. page 28, In his following Pages, from 28 to 31, for want of 
Matter, he but repeateth rhe fame things, formerly mentioned by him for 
moſt part, and which I have ſo fully antwered, I need not ſp2nd time, nor 
Paper, to repeat my Anſwers to them, But that he faith, the two Frieuds 
appointed from the Meeting to viſit me, wiz. himſelf, and Griffith Owen 

eſired me to be preſent at the next Mecting, I utterly deny ro be true; an 

as he hath none to prove it to be true, ſo have ſome to prove it to be falſe, 
who were preſent ſo far as a negative can be proved, there having been t 
preſent, who all declared they heard no ſuch thing, one of them being now 
m England, the other two in America. My taking occaſion to be out of 
Toun, as alledged by him, ro ſlight the Meeting, is another groſs falſhood ; 
for I went out of Town upon my neceſlary Occafion, having no knowledge 
either of rhe | — time, or place of their Meeting. His Complaint 
again't the Judgment co mg W.S. page 30. is invalid 3 for he refuſed 
to come, being ſent for, and in Town ; and belide, the Judgment was ve- 
ry moderate concerning him, they neither denying his Miniſtry, nor Chriſti- 

Iapenity ; but deſiring him to defiſt from exercilting his Gift till he did own 
his Err>r, &©c.

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ac nxunvers, which, I lay again, is Rank Popery, and a very great Apoſta- 
cy trom oneof the great tundamental Principles of the Pcople called Qua4-

vert his intention therein, wherein he fallly chargeth me; for he maketh me

He perverts the Cale again, uw his Anſwer to that other charge, cf 
his retuling to ſubmuc to the Judgment of Friends at Londoy, in the ditte- 
rence betwixt Fdward Billing and him. 1. He ſaith he did ſubmit ſo far as 
he had power, «lſe, how came 4 Judgment to be given in the matter ; againit 
which, he ſaith, never heard him open his Month ? But theſe are poor Eva- 
ſons. A Judgment might be given, and he not lubmit to the Equity and 
Tuitice of it ; yea, he knoweth in has Conſcience, he did not ſubmit to the 
Equity of i, bur (till juſtified his Proceedings, in throwing off the Truit 
committed to him by his Maſter Edw.

Diſunity with the moſt fiithful Friends ; he boldly indeed ſaith it, bur 
without all proof or probability. For it is much more probable, that it is 
true than falſe ; for fe not owning the Equity of their Judgment, in {0 
far at leaſt he was in Dilunity with them, and it was not about a Trifle, 
but a matter of great weight, wherein Sentence or Judgment was given 
againſt him.

yet they did nor difown me, or render me gone from truth, as the Judg- 
ment of the 28th doth. But his ſecond ment 1s as falle and weak as 
the firſt, viz, from my and our MITE under it. But ought we not to 
be uneahe under your Wickednehs, and falſe Judgment, ought not the Sins of 
others to be a burthen to us 2 Was not Criſt grieved and- burdened with the 
Wickedneſs and Enmity of the Jews againſt him, and were not the true Pro- 

ets and Apoſtles grieved with the wickednels and fic Judgmerss of falſe 

rophets and Apoſtles? Oh ! how carnal and unlentib!: ſeems this Man to 
be, as if he had never known or felt the burden cf other Mens Sins, too 
great an Argument, he never duly felt the burdcn of his own. Sins ; for, 
who feel the one, will, no dovbr, feel the other. And how could we bur 
be | — and unealie to ſee ſo many blinded and deceived by that falſe 
Judgment given out againſt us? ſo that our Miniſtry, that formerly was

But 
notwithitanding owr Griefs, we can lay, and I do fay for iny garacular, 
as my Attliciions and Griefs have becn great, tecauſe of your fan "ug 
ment, and the evil Eftects of it, fo my Comtorts have been grez, in that 
God hath Lccn picaicd to honour me, to ſuitcr ſo muci for his Naine fake, 
and the Naine of his dear Son Clit Jeſus; and his bletied Spirit. in my 
Heart has vit made theſe words comfortable to me, /Adarh. 5. 11. Bleſſed 
are ye when Men ſhall revile you, &c. Bur laitly, how inconliderate 1s 
this Man in his way of arguing againſt us. Hath not he been uneafic under 
what hath been faid and printed by us againft him, his Bovuk beſpeaks 1c 
ſuikciently ; and if fo by his own Argument, all that we have 1taid 
cr printed againſt him, 1s a true Judgment.

without dowg Injury to any Man, we ought not to ſuifer, even thong) we 

be in an Error, whether our Error relate to matters cf Faith, or Practile. 

But accurding to this Popiſh definition of Perlecution given by S. 7. Men 

ought to {utter for their Errors, and be whipt out of them ; for to be in 

Error, or to prattiſe an erronious Worſhip, 1s no diſcharge of Mens Duty 

to God ; and therefore if they be puniſhed for their Errors in Principles, 

or Practiſes, they are not perſecuted, but proſecuted according to Lav. 

And by this his Popiſh definition of Perſecution, it will be a great queſtion 

with many, whether any Man called a Quaker, ever ſuftered any Periccu- 
tion, eithcr in old Fxglard or new, until that be out of queſtion, that the 
People called Quakers, held no Errors ? Bur according to the true deicrip- 
tion of Perſecution, as given by . Penn, and many others, the People 
called Lxakers were perlecuted by Sultering, Fining, and Imprifoament, 
for not contorming to the Worſhip eſtabliſhed by Law, tuppoling they 
were in an Error ; tor they who are rightly principled againſt Perſecution 

and for duc liberty of Conſcience, fay, Men are not to be whipt out of 
their Errors, but perſwaded, and better informed ; and if they reject due 
Intormarion, they are to be left ro God, the only Lord and Sovercign over 
Conſcience, The true dctinition therefore cf Perſecution is a (uttering in- 
ficted upon the Sufferers, not only for the diſcharge of their Duty to God, 
but for all that a Man thinks to be his Duty to God. Suppole he 1s im an 
Etror, if his Error be no Injury to his Neighbor, or a breach of that com- 
monly called the ſecond Table of the Decalogue. And by this true deti- 
nition of Perſecution, it is out of queſtion, that the People called Lxaters, 
as well as others, of other Nonconformiſts, did futter great Periccution, 
even ſuppoſe they did hold Errors, and ſuffered for them, and acted con- 
trary to lome Laws v-hich are now aboliſhed and repealed. 

LXIV. In Iis lJabouring to clear himſelf and his Party of Perlecution, 
«nd to make the World believe it was not Perſecution, but a Proſecution, 
in his dennition of Proſccution, which he would make applicable to us, he 
fallly accuſeth us, but giverh no efteual Proof ; Proſecution, {aith he, is 
a juſtice done on Tranſgreſlors of the Law, for their In'urics done to Men, 
or their Blaſphemies to God ; and then he concludes, that we were proſe- 
cuted by Law, fer cur Abuſes_to the Government. | Bur all thar, that 
ever was Culy proved in particular againft us, was, Thar Tho. Budd and I, 
m a printed Paper, in our juit detence, reprove Sam. Fermnings's Pride 
ſaying of him, he was too high and imperious 1m Friends Meetings, an 
worldly Courts, calling him an ignorant, preſumptuous, and mfolent 
Man, which laſt words did not relate ro his Magittracy, as I have former- 
ly declared, but ro his religious Profethon as a Qzaker. And that we que- 
ried, in cur printed Appeal, Whether hiring Men to hght, and giving them 
a Comnution to fight, be not a manifeit Tranſgrehon of the Lcathers 
Principle. Now 1t to reprove Pride, and other Sims, as Injuſtice, Oppreti'- 
on, Cc, m M-ogitlrates, be an abuſe done to the Govern:uent, and worthy 
of Puniſhmenr, then many Friends of belt Note among us, are equally 
guilty, or rather rdeed more guilty, by L, J. his Argument, as G. F. who 


hath 
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path more ſevercly charged Juſtice Sawry, and the Magiſtrates of Derby, 
with ſuch things, than ever we did any of the Magiſtrates in Perſilvania. 
See alſo a printed Book called, The ſecond part of the Peoples ancient and juſt 
Literties, afſerted in the Proceedings againſt, and Tryals of Francis Aeor, 
Richard Mew, FJobn Benlton, Job Boltown, and divers others, at the Setlions 
begun and held at the O/d Bailey in Lond, 6th mo. 1670. where the Publiſh- 
ers of that Book, charge the Magiſtrates more ſeverely, than ever we did, 
they ſaying, that in the ſaid Book, their Oppreſſion and Injuſtice are ma- 
nictted, their Wickedne(s and Corruption derected. See allo the Tryal of 
W. P. and W. M. and the Tryal of G. W. at Norwich ; and generally it 
hath been the way cf Friends, in their printed Books of Ttyals at Scfſions 
to charge the Juttices with Injuſtice, and Arbitrary Proceedings, Cc. And 
leeing this was no abuſe to Magiftracy, but their Chriſtian Complaint, and 
bearing witnel(s conſciencioutly againſt Mens Sins, as holy Men of old did, 
a5 15 latgely recorded in holy Scriptures, no more can it be etteemed in us, 
any alute ro Government, to have reproved S. ]. for his Pride. And as 
CONCErniNg, Our querying, Or ——_—_— againit ſome called Quakers in 
Philazelphia, in cur printed appeal, for hiring Men to hght ; this can be no 
Sedition, nor having any tendency to Sedition, or to the ſubverſion of the 
Government, fccing it 1s well known, for manyyears paſt, that the People 
calicd Qxakers, have declared it to be thex Principle, That it is not law- 
tul for them to hght, and yet the Government hath been ſo tender here in 
Engl:ni, that they have not charged them with being guilty of Sedition, or 
{ubvertion of the Government, Be allſerting any ſuch Principle; and the 
"Ike tenderneſs and moderation have the States cf Hellznd ſhewed to the 
Aſcn:jts there, who are a great People, and have publickly aflerted it to 
be their Principle, ( as well as the People called Qwxxkers here) neither to 
hehr, nor to {wear ; yea, and learned Gror:zs, who hath writ a learned 
1reotile, de jure belli, paces, reckcenerh it at leaſt ameng the Evangeli- 
cal Countels, { which any Man may lawfully obey ) not to hght, or make 
War. I it not therefore a very ſtrange thing, that a Juſtice of Peace in

ed to have been ſaid or done in Pealtlvania, or other parts of America, 
and th: Evidences on both ſides b:ing confeſ-dly Parties, which.are no pro- 
rer witneſſes in theſe things, as [declared at the Yearly Meeting lift at Lon- 
don, 1694. Ner did 1 any further make uj. of Evidences of that fart, but 

ts make a Ballance againſt the Evidences of their file and party, my Eviden= 
ces being fully as Credible perſons as theirs, yea and more Credible, becauſe I 
have diſproved ſome of thetr Enidences, by their contra liftions 11e to anther, 

and other clear circumſtances ! But that which, as to the main, caſts tle 
ballance, as I declared at the Yearly Meeting laſt at London, w.15 the Ma- 

nuſcripts cf my oppoſute party, under their own hands,wihich I h 1ve to produce 

at large, and which, as Ijee great occaſtin for may be made pubiick, But 

how little, or indeed, nothing to the purpoſe, Sam. Jennings hath waſbed 
himſelf clean, of the dirt not that we have thrown on him, but what be hath 

daubved himſelf with., I leave to impartial Readers to Fudg, and whether 
h:s Labour to clear himſelf of it, be not with as lutle ſucceſ>, as if an,Ethi- 
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opian wculd labour to waſh bimſelf white, If ar'y place were for my Advice 
to him, the belt way for him to clear himſelf of the/e things, is tc _ ſen - 
cerely of bis Falſhnod, Hypocriſy, Pride and Sjaru of Perſecution, and all ther 
his great ſins, that are too too manifeſt, h.xc ver be ſecks to cover them, and 
however ſome here in England that have eſpouſed its unrighteous cauſe, 
ſeek to cloak bim. And as for his Ceri:fi.4t* which he bath received from 
bis Party and Aſſociates that are guilty with tum in many of the things charged 
againft him ;, I judg no impartial Readers will think ut of any weight , and 
to counterballance ity I could produce a more full and ample Certificate to clear 
ae, ſigned by thrice as many Hands, and Perſons generally of a5 good, and 
many of better Credit, as any that have ſigned to hbxes. But Certificates from 
Parties ſenify little ; and when a mans own words and attions cry alcnd that 
be is gulty,paper Certificates can never bave that force to make him innocent,
